There  has  again  been  no  case  of  small  pox  in  the  Area,  but 
there  is  always  a  danger  of  cases  being  brought  to  this  country  and 
the  great  decrease  in  the  number  of  persons  who  have  been  vaccinated 
is  a  source  of  great  anxiety  to  those  who  are  responsible  for  keeping 
the  country  free  of  this  loathsome  and  fatal  disease. 

There  have  again  been  no  deaths  from  scarlet  fever  and 
diphtheria,  but  there  has  been  a  large  increase  of  notifications  of  the 
former  disease,  chiefly  due  to  a  rather  large  outbreak  in  Yatton  (47 
c  ases) .

Extensive  outbreaks  of  measles  and  whooping-cough,  both  of 
which  have  been  made  notifiable  since  the  commencement  of  the  war,  have 
occurred.  The  bulk  of  the  cases  of  both  have  occurred  in  Yatton  and 
E aston-in-Gordano ,  but  few  villages  have  escaped  altogether.  Out  of  a 
total  of  578  notifications  of  these  two  diseases  only  one  death 
occurred  from  each  of  them. 

Diphtheria  immunization  is  now  free  to  all  and  it  cannot  be 
too  strongly  emphasized  that  every  effort  should  be  made  to  get  all 
children  under  15  years  of  age  inoculated.  Until  this  is  done,  no 
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great  diminution  of  the  number  of  cases  of  this  fatal  disease  can 
be  expectedo 

The  number  of  cases  removed  to  hospital  has  again  increased 
considerably,  chiefly  owing  to  the  increase  of  scarlet  fever  and, 
to  a  lesser  extent,  of  diphtheria.  The  arrangement  with  the  Bristol 
Authority  to  take  a  11  cases  from  this  Area  has  again  been  a  great 
convenience  and  the  results  highly  satisfactory.

No  new  schemes  have  been  put  in  hand  or  even  considered  this 
year,  and  it  is  unlikely ; that  any  will  be  considered  during  the  war, 
apart  from  the  provision  of  numerous  static  water  tanks  all  over  the 
Area  for  the  purpose  of  providing  for  fire  brigade  services  in  the 
case  of  fire  resulting  from  air  raids.  v.  . 

'  All  public  supplies,  owned  by  this.  Council  have  been  examined 

bacteriblogically . and  all  the  samples  were  found  to  be  free  from 
contamination.  Steps  are  being  taken. to  chlorinate  the  Yatton  Parochial 
Supply.  "  ;  , 

Seventeen  samples  were  taken  during  the  year  and  bacteriologic- 
ally  examined.  None  of  the  Council' s . water  mains  were  destroyed  or 
damaged  by  enemy  action. 

.  ....  .  SEWERAGE  and  SEWERAGE  DISP0SA1 . 

No  new  sewage  disposal  works  have  been  constructed  during  the 
year  and  no  extensions  have  been  made  to  existing  sewers. 

The  North  Weston  disposal  works  which  were  installed  during 
1940  have  continued  to  work  satisfactorily  and  several  more  houses  have 
been  connected  to  the  system.  '  h  , 

Two  sewers  were  damaged  during  air  raids-,  which  necessitated 
the  relaying  of  considerable  lengths  of  pipes.

■During :the  year  67  samples  of  accredited  milk  and  56’  samples 
of  tuberculin  tested  milk  were  taken  on  behalf  of  the  County  Council 
and  examined  at  the  County  Laboratory.  24  samples  of  mixed  milk  were 
also  taken  and  examined  at -the  County  Laboratory  for  the  presence  of 
tubercle  bacilli.  The  presence  of  tubercle  bacilli  was  found  in  none 
of  these  samples. 
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evacuation. 


The  intensive  aerial  bombardment  of  Bristol  caused,  a  great 
exodus  of  Bristolians  into  the  Long  Ashton  District  in  the  first 
six  months  of  1941.  At  one  time  it  is  estimated  that  at  least 
8,000  persons  slept  in  the  District  each  night.  Many  condemned 
houses  were  licensed  for  occupation  and  most  houses  in  the  District 
had  more  than  one  family  residing  therein. 

In  June  1941  arrangements  were  made  for  a. Rest  and  Shelter 
Scheme  to  come  into  operation  should  the  coming  winter  see  a  renewal 
of  heavy  enemy  aerial  bombardment.  Some  eighty  such  Rest  Centres' 
were  arranged  and  volunteers  came  forward  to  man  them.  In  every 
village  arrangements  were  made  for  the  Medical  Practitioners  to  be 
available  should  it  be  necessary  and  the  District  Nursing  Association 
and  Red  Cross  and  St.  Johns  arranged  to  provide  helpers  to  attend 
to  sick  and  shocked  people.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  medical 
scheme  was  carried  further  and  some  seventeen  Medical  Rest  Centres 
were  provided  throughout  the  District  and  equipped  as  well  as  could 
be  expected  having  regard  to  the.  shortage  of  medical  ecuipment.

■'  Although  there  was  '  a  large  •  exodus  from  Bristol  the  number 
of  officially  billeted  persons  did  not  exceed  two  thousand  during 
the  year  and  this  number  dropped  considerably  when  no  air  raids 
took  place  during  the  early  winter  months. 

The  usual  skin  diseases  among  evacuee  .children  were  less 
numerous  than  previously  although  several  cases  of  scaoies  and 
impetigo  were  sent  to  the  Government  Sick  Bays  for  treatment.  The 
Grange  at  Flax  Bourton  previously  used  as  a  sick  bay  is  now  a  hostel 
for  difficult  children. for  the  whole  of  the  South-West  Region  and 
is  administered  by  the  Society  of  Friends  under  the  direction  of 
the  Regional  Medical  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  Somerset  County  Council. 


Again  I  have  no  new  developments  as  regards  water  supplies, 
sewage  disposal  schemes  etc.  to  report.,  and  new  housing  is 
absolutely  at  a  standstill,  owing  to  the  war. 

The  health  of  the  people'  throughout  the  Area,  again  shows 
no  sign, of  being  seriously  affected  by  wartime  conditions,  and  tihe 
sanitary  condition  of  the  District  continues  to  be  satisfactory  in 
all  respects,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  there  has  been  considerable 
overcrowding  in  villages  near  Bristol,  owing  to  the  influx  from  that 
city  and  other  towns  during  the  heavy  air  raids  in  the  winter  of 
1940-41 .

The- work  of  my  De  artment  has  been  efficiently  , carried  on 
although  there  are  now  only  two  sanitary  inspectors  instead  of  three, 
Mr,  Teal  having  left  to  take  up  another  appointment,  and  Mr.  Hawkins 
having  a  considerable  amount  of  his  time  occupied  by  his  duties  as 
Fuel  Controller. 

In  conclusion  may  I  once  more  thank  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Council  for  their  continued  confidence  and  support 
given  to  me  in  the  performance  of  my  duties,  and  the  officers  of  the 
Health  and  other  Departments  for  their  able  assistance  and  co-oper¬ 
ation  at  all  times.
